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Sntroductory Note 


The objects of the Society are declared in the second of its 
Rules to be “the promotion of the study of Science in all its 
branches, and of Public Education, by means of Lectures, Field 
Meetings, the reading and discussion of Papers, and in any way 
that the Council of the Society shall deem advisable.” 


The branches of Science at present represented are as 
follows:—Archaeslogy and History, Astronomy, Botany, 
Entomology, Geography, Geology, Microscopy, Photography, 
Physics and Chemistry, and Zoology. 

During the Winter Session, from October to April, frequent 
meetings are held, comprising Lectures on subjects of scientific 
interest, illustrated by lantern slides, films, epidiascope, diagrams, 
specimens, and experiments. 


Throughout the Summer Session, Field Meetings on an 
average of two or three a week, are held in suitable places in the 
neighbourhood of the town, or Coach and Train Tours are 
arranged to districts of scientific interest at a distance. 


The management of the Society is vested in a Council, which 
is elected at the Annual General Meeting. 


The Society possesses a Library available for the use of 
members. Books may be borrowed by members, and there is a 
Reading Room in which works of reference may be consulted. 
The Museum contains many valuable scientific collections and 
specimens. The Library and the Museum serve to illustrate and 
illuminate the ten Sections of the Society. There is a well- 
equipped Dark Room for the use of members interested in 
Photography. The house stands in a pleasant garden of over 
an acre. 


Members are elected by the Council, and pay an annual sub- 
scription of £1 10s. Od. for full membership, or £15 for Life 
Membership. An Entrance Fee of 5/- is payable upon nomina- 
tion for election. The Family Subscription (for members of a 
family living in the same house) is as follows:—First Adult 
Member, £1 10s. Od. ; Second Adult Member, £1; each additional 
Adult Member. 10/-; Children between 12 and 18 years, 10/- 
(Associate Members). Members living six miles or more from 
39 Christchurch Road pay half the above rates. Renewable 
monthly membership, 5/-, is available. 


A bi-monthly Programme, giving full details of all meetings, 
is posted to every member, and a Volume of Proceedings is 
published annually, of which adult members receive a copy.

Books 


During the past year two excellent books have been published 
by Members of the Society. 


Holdenhurst, Mother of Bournemouth by Miss Kathleen M. 
Chilver (Bournemouth Guardian Ltd., 7s. 6d.) is the story of the 
village of Holdenhurst, in which extensive parish the town of 
Bournemouth has been built since 1810. 


Holdenhurst and its Church are mentioned in Domesday 
Book and in various old Norman Charters. From 1560 the 
history is continued in the old Manuscripts belonging to Holden- 
hurst Church, the hiding place of which has only recently been dis- 
covered. From these documents we learn about the ancient church 
(pulled down in 1839), its furnishings and the Churchwardens’ 
efforts to keep it in repair; and many historical events of the times. 


- Holdenhurst Church was the parish Church of Bournemouth 
until St. Peter’s Church was built in 1845. 


Our Member, F. W. Robins, F.S.A., F.R.G.S., whose previous 
books, “The Story of the Lamp’, “The Story of Water Supply”, 
“The Story of the Bridge”, and “The Smith’’, are already familiar 
to the Society, has recently had another published, “On the Track 
of the Past” (Phoenix House, 12s. 6d.). Primarily written for 
young people, but interesting many older folk too, it constructs an

The Cine film programmes continue to receive strong sup- 
port and thanks are due to the projection panel and its Secretary 
Mr. H. K. Stanton, who once again have sacrificed so much of 
their own pleasure for the benefit of others. 


Mr. J. H. Bailey, in addition to dealing with the financial side 
of this activity organised nine coach tours which gave great 
pleasure to many members.

Obituaries 


Stephen Ahitaker 


The passing of Mr. Stephen Whitaker on the 31st October, 
1956, severs another link with the later pioneers of our Society. 


He reached the honoured age of 91 years but was only known 
personally to the older members. Nevertheless he maintained 
interest in the Society’s welfare through old members who visited 
him. 


Mr. Whitaker was a builder, who in early life came from 
Ringwood. He joined the Society in 1918 and was soon actively 
engaged in Society work. He became a regular supporter of the 
Field Meetings, as a keen photographer who added many “Record 
Slides” to the Society’s collection. 


Very early he gave demonstrations and exhibitions of micro- 
scopical work which were greatly appreciated, particularly the 
“live” exhibits secured from local ponds. 


As Chairman of the Photography Section he gave many 
lectures on Churches and Manor Houses in the district and 
organised many visits to these and other points of interest. 


He later assumed the Chair of the Microscopy Section and — 
during his active membership became successively Curator, 
Librarian and a member of many Committees where his practical 
knowledge of building assisted the Council. He was always active 
as a projectionist. 


As a lad he was a chorister in the Church of St. George in 
the Woods, Boscombe, and later a keen supporter of the local 
football Club. He was a golfer and no mean bowler and as such 
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he was selected a member of the first team to visit Australia and 
New Zealand as representing Great Britain. 


He was made an Honorary Member in 1947 and was a 
generous subscriber to the Debenture Fund. It is to workers like 
Stephen Whitaker that the Society will ever be a debtor. 


Alfred Gordon Smith 


Wilfred Gordon Smith, whose death at Christchurch Hospital 
at the age of 67 occurred on September 8th, 1956, was born at 
High Wycombe, Buckinghamshire. In 1939 he founded the South 
Bucks Natural History Society and became one of its most active 
members. He was a highly skilled craftsman in restoring and 
reproducing antiques and in 1912 won a First Class Diploma at 
High Wycombe Trade Fair for wood carving. Much of his work 
was shown at Exhibitions in the County. 


On his retirement he came to live at Christchurch. He joined 
our Society in 1945, became a Member of Council and was elected 
an honorary warden of Stanpit Marsh on behalf of our Society and 
with the sanction of Christchurch Town Council. His garden 
overlooked the Marsh and many Members will recall happy hours 
spent there with him, where his services for the protection of the 
Marsh as a natural sanctuary were invaluable. He contributed to 
The Christchurch Official Guide a nine-page description of 
“Botanical Walks in the Christchurch Neighbourhood” which will 
long continue to be of special interest to field naturalists. He 
became a founder member of the Christchurch Arts Guild and his 
paintings were shown at their exhibitions. 


But it is for his outstanding contributions to our own Society 
that he will be best remembered. He designed and made the 
sectional divisions which became a feature of the various exhibi- 
tions. held in our lecture hall. He was responsible for arranging 
the Reference Library as a period room for the Gilbert White 
Exhibition held to celebrate the Festival of Britain in 1951. As 
a Gilbert White enthusiast he used his knowledge and experience 
to help to make the exhibition a success. His attractive personality 
and generous nature won him many friends and his delightful 
leadership at field meetings will be long remembered. He will be 
greatly missed and we unite in deep sympathy with his widow and 
family. 


Lt.-Col. C. D. Drew, B9.0., F.9.4. 


We regret to have to record the death, on October 10th, 1956, 
of our Member Lt.-Col. Charles D. Drew. He was well known 
to many as the Curator of the Dorset County Museum for 22 
years and also for many years Secretary of the Dorset Natural 
History and Archaeological Society. He joined our Society in 
1928 when he was living at Dudsbury House, near Bournemouth 
and except for a break during the last war he remained a 
Member until his death. 
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In 1928 he published a booklet on the history of West Parley, 
and to Vol. 21 of our Proceedings he contributed a paper on 
“Recent Additions to the Historical Records of West Parley”. 
He rejoined our Society in 1946 and was elected President for the 
year 1946-47. His Presidential Address was printed in Vol. 37 of 
our Proceedings, the subject being “The Manors of the Iwerne 
Valley—A Study of Early Country Planning”. 

He was commissioned in the Army early in the century, had a 
distinguished career during and after the First World War, and 
during the Second World War he was C.O. of the Home Guard of a 
large district round Dorchester. 

Although his official duties have not allowed him to take an 
active part in the affairs of our Society he has on several occasions 
acted as leader on visits we have paid to Dorchester and Maiden 
Castle. 


Snstallation and. Address of the Bresident

On Saturday, October 13th, 1956, our new President was 
installed and invested with the new Presidential Badge by the 
retiring President. Mr. Legat then gave his Presidential address. 


The BHevelopment of the Thames 


The President who is a Civil Engineer defined the work of 
that profession in the words of its Royal Charter as “The Art of 
directing the great sources of power in nature for the use and 
convenience of man”. The development of a river is such a work 
and he had chosen The Thames as the best known and most 
complete example in Britain. 

For 1000 years the Thames formed the chief highway to the 
West and was also a great producer of power until steam sup- 
planted water power about 1800. It was from the incompatibility 
of these main uses that regulation, control and development 
resulted. 


From Richmond to the sea the Thames was originally an 
estuary bordered by almost impassable marshlands. Here, the 
development, commencing probably in Roman times, consisted of 
defining and deepening a main channel and reclaiming the 
marshes. The effect on the tides was considerable. 

Initially rivers formed barriers to cross-communication but 
as civilization developed this was overcome by fords, ferries, 
bridges and finally by tunnels. Many such crossings became trading 
centres. A brief history of London Bridge showed how such 
a structure can govern the development, prosperity and even history 
of a people. 

Water is vital to man and by providing two-thirds of London’s 
Supply the Thames has made possible the growth of the world’s 
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largest city. Its use first by individuals then by public authority, 
later by private companies and finally by public authority once 
more was described. 

The debris of civilization must be disposed of. For the small 
scattered communities of early times this was simple but as they 
increased and enlarged the Thames became a great open sewer. 
Not until 1864-5 less than 100 years ago was a proper drainage 
system provided. 

Britain traded with Europe even before the Roman Invasion 
but from then onward London was developed continuously to 
become Britain’s greatest port and the world’s greatest city based 
on the Thames. 

Mention was made of cooling water supplied to power stations, 
to the many healthful recreations the river offers and to the 
beauty of many of its reaches.

Archaeology and Historp 


During the Winter Session, from October 1955 to March 1956, 
the Chairman of the Section gave a series of ten lessons on Pre- 
historic Britain to a class which averaged thirteen at each lesson. 
The class ended with a visit to the Red House Museum at Christ- 
church which has a particularly good collection of local pre- 
historic remains. 


The lecture season began on October 22nd with a talk by 
the Chairman in which he described an Archaeological Tour 
through France which he had taken by coach on an itinerary 
arranged by Dr. E. Glyn Daniel and conducted by one of the — 
leading tourist agencies. 


On November 24th Mr. A. J. Butcher, F.R.I.B.A., gave a 
most interesting lecture, The Story of Regent Street, illustrated by 
lantern slides.- 


Prehistoric Megalithic Remains were described on January 
26th by the Chairman of the Section, who illustrated his remarks 
by laniern slides from the Society’s own collection. 
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On February 23rd, Miss M. R. M. Bone was booked to 
deliver a lecture on The Story of Dulwich. Unfortunately she 
was indisposed and the lecture was read for her by Miss North. 


Mr. C. H. Stickland, who is verger of the Priory Church at 
Christchurch, gave us a lecture on the Church on March 22nd, 
which he illustrated by colour slides taken by himself. Mr. Stick- 
land is naturally familiar with every detail of the Church and his 
slides are probably the only coloured ones in existance. 


On September 2!st, 1956 a lecture was given by Mr. F. W. 
Robins, F.S.A., F.R.G.S.. on Open Air and Folk Museums, in 
which he described a number of museums of this type not only 
in this country but also abroad, particularly in Denmark.

There have been 19 field meetings, of which a few have 
been combined with the Zoological Section; a special day each 
month devoted to listing plants for the Survey on which a separate 
report is given and four coach outings. 
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REPORT ON THE BOTANICAL SURVEY. 


Work for the Distribution Maps Scheme of the Botanical 
Society of the British Isles was continued during the summer 
months. We were asked to take on two new areas covered by 
Sheets 41/11 and 41/21 of the Ordnance Survey but only one of 
these—41/l1l—was attempted. Within this area the following 
places were visited: Charford, Fordingbridge, Bickton and Burgate, 
trom which a total of 269 plants was recorded. Thirteen additions 
were made to the 40/19 area surveyed last year, from which 541 
plants have now been recorded. An outing to Holmsley bog and 
railway bank resulted in an addition of 53 plants to the Burley- 
Brockenhurst area—41/20. It is hoped to extend this work next 


year L. M. Child. 


Members are reminded that anyone possessing a knowledge 
of the common plants, can help in this work whenever they are 
out for the day, by making lists of what they see with date and 
locality; in particular, those having cars could help with the area 
41/21 which is in the Cadnam—Bramshaw part of the Forest and 
not easily accessible by other means. 


PLANT NOTES. 


Lobelia urens in quantity and Campanula ranunculoides, a 
cingle specimen, were both found during the excursion to Moreton. 
Dorset. 

Calystegia soldanella is reported by Miss Banham, growing to. 
great length on Studland Heath. 

Lythrum hyssopifolium was found by Mr. Deakin growing 
from soil brought into his greenhouse. 

Sisyrinchium angustifolium was reported by Brigadier Venning 
in the Forest. 

Yet another location was reported for Gladiolus illyricus by 
B. E. Hannam, M.P.S. viz., on the railway embankment near 
Wootton. 

Lolium temulentum, Coriandrum sativum, and Phalaris cananien- 
sis were all found on the tip at Stanpit; an area which promises to 
be very fruitful in species. 

_A curious alien, Tetragonia expansa, (New Zealand Spinach) 
has appeared on Hamworthy Quay. 

Fortnightly instruction classes for those wishing to extend 
their botanical knowledge, were held for the third winter, they 
have now been discontinued but may be resumed at a future date 
if there is sufficient demand. 

In conclusion, I should like to thank Mr, Chambers for his 
good wishes and promises of help in the future; Mrs. Sewell who 
has volunteered to be Secretary of the Section, Miss Child for 
her most excellent work in the Botany Room and in collecting and 
tabulating all the Survey lists, the leaders of excursions and all 
the others whose support helps to keep the Section alive.

Physics and Chemistry 


It is a pleasure to report that in five out of seven events 
held under the auspices of the Section (six in the lecture hall and 
one at Blandford Forum) the writer has been able to include 
visitors and fellow members. In November 1955 Dr. David Stern 
paid a welcome second visit to lecture to the Society on Allergy, 
and in February, 1956, Dr. Hugh Paul, a distinguished epidemi- 
ologist and now a resident of Bournemouth, lectured in this Section 
on Some Aspects of Virus Disease.

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Zoology 


The death of Mr. V. du B. Smythe in 1954 left this Section 
without a leader for the organisation of regular meetings. At the 
end of January, 1956, the President therefore called a Meeting of 
interested members, old and new, “to consider the best means of 
carrying on the work of the section”. It was at this meeting that 
the present writer, though feeling unable to accept an invitation to 
become Chairman, nevertheless agreed to organise Field Meetings, 
and endeavour to obtain Lecturers. In connection with the latter 
it is with pleasure that one records one’s appreciation and thanks 
for the assistance given by Mrs. V. Follett and Mrs. Boyd Watt. 


In the months available twelve Field Meetings were arranged, 
including one to Abbotsbury Swannery by coach. In addition 
there were five jointly with Botany, and one with Geography. 
Though bird-watching is usually most rewarding “when two or 
three are gathered together’’, these have been enjoyed by Members; 
due largely to most fortunate weather conditions and the fact — 
that, on all occasions, something of interest was seen. Among 
the greater pleasures were Snow Buntings and Black Tern. 


The heath fire which caused the route across Parley Common 
to be changed when the Members actually met on May 11th was, 
unfortunately, only one of several extensive Spring fires across 
that area. This wholesale destruction of gorse and birch scrub and 
some of the woodiand, following considerable clearance and 
Council building at the bird-favoured northern end, and finally 
the severe February frosts, raised doubts about the local 
survival and breeding of the more susceptible small birds. 
Observation has, however, tended to allay fears. The writer’s 
house overlooks both the wild common and woodland, and 
families of Long-tailed Tits and Stonechats have been well seen 
in the garden, and Dartford Warblers close by. The following may 
also be of interest: three Crossbills (two immature) seen in local 
woodland on August 18th but gone next day; and two Red 
Squirrels seen together in trees not far from the house in October. 


As comprehensive County Lists are published for both 
Hampshire and Dorset, and should be available in the Library, 
the Society decided to discontinue printing a list in the Proceed- 
ings. ‘The necessary restriction of size and cost of the latter is 
now also a factor. One finds, however, that news of anything 
unusually interesting is rapidly passed on by members.
